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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-18 are pending. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-15 and 17-18 in the reply filed on 
01/15/2010 is acknowledged. Claim 16 has been withdrawn as indicated by the Applicant. 

3. Examiner contacted Applicant's representative Ronni S. Jillions, Reg. No. 31,979 to have the 
case in condition for allowance on March 26, 2010. Examiner explained the possibility of claim 
objection with respect to claim 9 as shown below. However, Applicant's representative Ronni S. 
Jillions was unable to resolve the objection without consulting the Applicants. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 17-19 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim (s) in independent form. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As applicant pointed out under Remark section, pages 15-17, Liang (US 7,120,572), taken 
either singly and/ or in combination with other cited prior arts, do not teach the combined 
functional limitations of a second step of estimation, by program analysis, and in consideration of 
said level of precision, of said set of particular contexts of execution and of said operational 
specificities of platforms, of information relating to a structure of the program, execution paths of 
the program and to the values of data, at various points of the execution paths and under different 
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execution conditions, of the states of the program and data handled by the program; a third step for 
determining said validity criteria, by means of the information extracted by said program analysis, by 
computation of said functions on the occurrences or particular sequences of occurrences of 
particular operations, dealing with particular values, at particular points of the program, in particular 
states of the program, for the set of execution paths determined by analysis, as recited in such 
manners in each of independent claim 1 . 

Prior arts of record do not teach and/or suggest these claimed limitations, thus, all remaining 
pending claims 1-15 are allowed. Note dependent claims 17-19 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the objection, as set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
